Fred Singer of Cleveland, during a, 
quarrel in W hite’s road house n e a r 
the western outskirts of tile city.. 
The clothes worn by the suicide were 
made by J. Kirschbaoim, a D etroit 
tailor, who described them so ac­ 
curately over the long distance tele­ 
phone th at the police believe there 
is no longer any doubt as to identity. 
Mrs. Singer, who recently separat­ 
ed from her husband, is in a critical 
candition at Lakewood hospital. 
The woman was shot once through 
the back and twice in the legs. She la 
about 23 years old.

The woman had hardly reached th e 
telephone booth in W hite’s tavern 
when Yates dragged her to th e mid­ 
dle of the floor and demanded th at 
she return to Silverthorn’s.

dropped under the table as Yates 
drew a revolver.

shots were 
fired and when 
Officer Timm erm an 
entered the woman 
was 
crawling 
across the floor 
leaving a bloody 
trail. 
Yates was calmly ejecting the 
shells from his revolver.

An automobile was summoned and 
the woman carried to th e hospital 
while Yates was left in custody of 
Marshal Roy Martin. Later Yates was 
taken to the county jail and while 
a cell was being prepared he was 
placed in the “ bull pen” when the 
officers returned 
Yates’ 
body was 
found hanging by a linen handker­ 
chief attached to a rod near the ceil­ 
ing. 
The initials B. W. Y. on his 
haberdashery and the tradem ark of 
the tailor gave the first clew to his 
identity. 
Yates is described as hav­ 
ing a dark moustache and hair ting­ 
ed with gray. 
He was a d ark gray- 
striped suit, red tie, brown felt hat 
and black shoes. 
He was about 55 
years of age.

And how im portant for us to 
clearly distinguish, and constantly 
differentiate between the divine mind 
and its m anifestation, and the mortal 
hum an mind and its beliefs. As Mrs.
